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SUBJECT: NADREP DISCUSSION ON AC/94

1 . IN THEIR 3 OCT MEETING, NADREPS DISCUSSED REINSTATING 
AC/94 REPORT ON AGENDA OF OCT CNAD. SUBJECT WAS INTRODUCED 
BY CHAIRMAN, ASYG WALSH, WHO SAID THAT THE AD HOC GROUP ON 
LICENSING AND COPRODUCTION HAD MADE SIGNIFICANT PROGRESS 
IN ITS MEETINGS OF THE PREVIOUS WEEK. HE BELIEVED THESE 
RESULTS WERE CRITICAL TO THE WORK OF CNAD AND OF THE GROUPS 
WHO WERE EXAMINING STANDARDIZATION AND INTEROPERABILITY, 

AND THAT THE NADS SHOULD HEAR THE RESULTS OF THEIR STUDY. 

2. US AND UK NADREPS STRONGLY SUPPORTED WALSH. USNADREP 
POINTED OUT THAT WHEN THE ITEM WAS REMOVED FROM THE AGENDA 
EARLIER, IT WAS AGREED THAT IF THE AD HOC GROUP HAD SOME- 
THING SIGNIFICANT TO REPORT, THE ITEM WOULD BE REINSTATED 
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3. NORWEGIAN NADREP SAID THAT WITH SUCH SHORT NOTICE THE 
PEOPLE IN OSLO WOULD NOT HAVE SUFFICIENT TIME TO ADEQUATELY 
PREPARE A DISCUSSION. NE REP STATED THAT THE REPORT SHOULD 
ONLY BE A STATUS REPORT AND THAT THE NADS WOULD NOT HAVE 
TIME TO PREPARE FOR SOLVING PROBLEMS. 
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4. WALSH BELIEVED THAT THE NADS SHOULD AT LEAST BE EXPOSED 
TO THE PROBLEMS AT THE FALL CNAD SO THAT THEY COULD GIVE 
SOME ATTENTION TO THE SOLUTION OF THESE PROBLEMS BETWEEN 
NOW AND THE SPRING CNAD. 

5. BE NADREP DID NOT AGREE. HE FELT THAT THE AD HOC GROUP 
WAS SEEKING GUIDANCE AND THAT THE TIME WAS TOO SHORT TO 
PREPARE FOR IT. HE BELIEVED THE NADREPS SHOULD WORK THE 
PROBLEM. WALSH COUNTERED WITH A PROPOSAL TO AT LEAST LET 
THE CHAIRMAN OF THE STUDY GROUP PRESENT THE ITEM FOR CNAD 
TO NOTE. CA AND GR REPS SUPPORTED THIS PROPOSAL. 

6. ALL NADREPS FINALLY AGREED TO INCLUDE THE ITEM UNDER 
XV, "ANY OTHER BUSINESS." COMMENT: MR. HENDERSON, US REP 
TO THE STUDY GROUP, SAYS THAT THE REPORT HAS BEEN DRAFTED 
AND WILL ASK THE CNAD TO NOTE THAT AC/94 WILL CONTINUE TO 
STUDY A NUMBER OF TROUBLESOME AREAS. WE BELIEVE US NAD 
SHOULD HAVE A STRONG INTERVENTION AT CNAD TO SUPPORT THE 
WORK OF THIS IMPORTANT GROUP. END COMMENT. GLITMAN 
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
